Indications  are  that  plow- 
men are  so  scarce  that  they  should  be 
rationed.  Ivor.  P.  M.  Webb^  Principal  of 
the  Garfield  School,  vdio  has  undertaken, 
with  the  aid  of  newspaper  publicity,  to 
bring  plowmen  and  ICC  Victory  Gardeners  to- 
gether, reports  tliat  he  has  15  men  lined 
up  to  take  care  of  about  5,000  requests 
for  garden  plowing.

really  go  to  town  on  the  decks  (floors  to 
yo\i  landlubbers).  Seriously,  it  takes 
off  the  marks  made  by  our  rubber  heels . 

Dave  Stanley.  (Aviation  Cadet , Nashville 
Army  Air  CenterJV  As  you  can  see,  I’ve 
changed  both  my  title  and  location.  This 
is  an  aviation  cadet  classification  cen- 
ter. We  cadets  are  interviewed  and  test- 
ed extensively  and  are  then  classified  as 
bombardier,  navigator,  or  pilot  - or  else 
reassigned  to  something  else.  I don’t 
know  yet  what  they’ll  do  with  me.  Cur- 
rently, I’m  cooped  up  in  barracks  for  2 
weeks  because  one  of  our  number  was  so 
unv/ise  as'  .to  come  do^m  with  German 

measles,  so  we  are  in  quarantine As 

an  old  personnel  hand,  I vjas  very  much 
interested  in  the  tests  we  were  given. 
First  we  had  a full  day  of  multiple 
choice  written  tests  - all  of  a type  which 


BJre  scored  electrically.  There  were  all  : 
kinds  of  tests;  arithmetic,  algebra, 
matching  maps  and  diagrams  , vocabulary, 
aircraft  information  and  even  sports  and 
hobbies.  Then  we  got  a half-day  of  speed 
of  reaction  and  coordination  tests.  I 
had  to  operate  an  airplane  stick  and  rud- 
der in  such  a way  as  to  match  up  red  and 
green  lights  on  a control  board.  Other 
tests  measured  steadiness  of  hand.  We 
had  to  hold  one  electric  stylus  on  a cer- 
tain spot  in  a revolving  disk  and  another 
in  the  center  of  a small  hole  without 
touching  the  edges.  (Not  at  the  same 
time  - those  are  tvro  different  tests. 
Sorry, ) 

This  carp  is  not  so  hot.  All  we  see  are 
tar  paper  buildings,  mud,  and  coal  smoke. 
The  food  is  good,  and  so  are  the  beds. 

We  have  plenty  of  steak,  chicken,  pie, 
and  quantities  of  good  coffee.  It  would 
break  your  heart  to  see  the  amount  of 

coffee  we  use  for  second  helps I’ve 

been  here  2 weeks  now It’s  nice  to  be 

up  the  ladder  one  rung  above  buck  private. 
Tha.t  doesn’t  keep  me  off  K.P.  though.  I 
j ode  eyed  a mop  around  the  mess  hall  twice 
this  week. 

llichacl  Sofclak.  I can’t  tell  you  much 
(in  fact  nothing)  of  my  present  vdiere- 
abouts,  but  believe  me  it  isn’t  the  worst 
lace  in  the  world.  It’s  a large  city 
we  aren’t  exactly  in  it,  but  accommoda- 
tions to  and  from  are  excellent  - distancG 
from  camp  is  about  35  miles)  and  talk 
about  girls  here , and  I must  admit  that 
there  are  quite  a few  of  them  that  are 

really  nice They  sure  go  for  Yanks  , 

especially  Marines.  Believe  it  or  not 
but  they  actually  come  after  the  boys  in- 
stead of  vice  versa.  All  the  other  people 
here  treat  us  just  sv/ell.  It’s  really 
heavenly  but  I’m  sure  it  won’t  last  too 
long,  and  our  training  has  started  so  you 
know  what’s  iip. 

You  know  I’ve  been  a mighty  lucky  guy  the 
past  recent  months,  I guess  I've  got  nine 
lives  like  a cat  only  I made  the  mistake 


of  not  keeping  co\mt  of  the  ones  I lost 
so  that  when  my  number  8 one  left  me  I 
could  call  it  quits,  that  is 'if  one  could 
call  it  quits  in  this  game.  Begarding  my 
injuries , well  I was  cut  up  by  a bayonet 
on  both  hands  and  left  wrist.  The  wounds 
have  healed  perfectly  and  the  scars  are 
hardly  noticeable.  Back  home  my  Mom 
received  a telegram  on  Christmas  day  in- 
forming them  of  my  being  injured  in  action..
